Persons who 
have seen it declare that the 
boail iias fiery eyes wliich ca.ii be 
seen iu t lie darkness for a dis 
tance and that whenever ap 
proached it shows no tendency 
to flee, but is aggressive and ad 
vanct m upon the enemy with a 
determination which strikes ter 
ror iuto the heart of the bravest. 

Recently the "varmint" was 
seeu by a number of men while 
passing the mines. Its eyes, like 
two coals of fire, penetrated the 
darknf -s and held them fascinat- 
ed as the unknown animal ap 
proached. The meu stopped, as 
they believed that the beast 
would hesitate from advancing 
within shooting range, but they 
were mistaken, for the balls of 
fire increased iu size and bright- 
no-- and the strange animal 
showed no sign of fear as it came 
step by step nearer. 

When withiu a few yards from 
where they were standing sever- 
al of the men opened tire upon 
the creature, but it paid no heed 
to the shower of bullets fired at 
it.

Louisville, Ky., June 3.— Col. 
H. Watson Lindsey, chiet of the 
Louisville police, today gave out 
a copy of the description of Jos- 
eph Wendlim;, the janitor of St. 
John'- church, wanted here on 
the charge of murdering little 
Alma Kellner. Wendiing is de 
scribed as follows: 

Age 27; five feet, 10 or 11 in ;. 
weight about 140 pounds; blue 
eyes; rather squinting; full pro- 
trudiug nose, heavy black eye- 
brows ; black hair ; black mous- 
tache, inclined to curl ; narrow 
stooped shoulders; swarthy com- 
pletion; rosy cheeks. Is a 
Frenchman, sometimes taken for 
Hungarian or Italian; speaks 
decided French accent; usually 
stauds very erect, with one foot 
extended, walks with lous 
strides; blue tattoo on one fore- 
arm; has gunshot wound iu left 
hand (uot positive about this be 
ing left hand.) 

"Weudling left here Jan. 14, 
1910, wearing a light checked 
coat; cheap clothes; pointed 
shoes; light alpine hat, and wore 
cheap pine-flute desigu with 
mother of pearls, on lapels of the 
coat. Our information is that 
he was born iu Genlis, Cote d'Or, 
France, and that he is a deserter 
from the Freuch army.

Physicians Puzzled by Death of Hopkins- 



Hopkiusville, Ky., Juna 5.—. 
John Kennedy, aged twenty-two, 
died in a physician's office here 
this afternoon following a mine: 
surgical operation, in which c> - 
caine had been used as a local 
anesthetic. 

A comparatively small amount 
of cocaine was used and no daa- 
ger was apprehended. After t! 
patient began to show signs el 
collapse, physicians worked five 
hours with him, but could no! 
save his life. 

Physicians stated tonight thjtt 
Kennedy's symptoms at all tinier 
were directly opposite to thov* 
usually resulting from cocaine 
poisoning, aud the case is a mys- 
tery to them.

lany Point* of Difference in Houm 
and Senate Bills Presage Fight 
— The Measure Is Much 
Mutilated. 



Washington, June 6.— "A step for- 
ward" Is the explanation made by 
many senators of I heir* action In vot- 
l*l for the senate railroad bill. That 
Is the reason close contention on 
many important points was followed 
fcy the overwhelming, vote of 50 to 12 
In favor of the bill when it was passed. 
It was a case of taking that or noth- 
ing, and the dissatisfied ones decided 
to accept the bill for the good it con- 
tained and to hope for the day when 
the objectionable features might be 
•Mmlnated by amending the new law. 

The creation of a court of com- 
merce which is to be devoted entirely 
to the consideration of cases growing 
»ut of the Interstate commerce law 
will be the hardest to swallow by 
progressive senators. Against the 
eourt there vat urged the claim of 
lack of necessity; that. It It had been 
la existence during the last three 
jrears it would have been called upon
